THE San Francisco Report cheerfully says that if 
Canada should find it necessary to offer armed re- 
sistance its people ‘*‘ would be overwhelmed in two 
weeks,” for the ‘‘ United States could easily and 
would equip an army of five million men for such a 
war.” We had figured the number at somewhat 
less.

Ir 1s understood that Colonel Nelson B. Sweitzer, 
2d Cay., who was recently ordered to his nome to 
await retirement, will be placed on the retired list 
aS SOON as a vacancy occurs on the limited list. He 
applied for retirement under the 30 years’ service 
law, as he could have done nine years ago had he 
so desired. The retirement of Maior Frank T. Ben- 
nett, of the same regiment, may also be expected 
before many more casualties happen in the limited 
list. 








WE are glad to note that Congress has finally 
passed the bill for the relief of Sergeant (now Lieu- 
tenant) D. L. Brainard and the other members of 
the Greely relief expedition. The bill now goes to 
the President for signature, which it will, no doubt, 
promptly receive. It gives to each member of the 
expedition commutation of fuel and quarters and 
extra duty pay for the entire period they served in 
the Arctic. Lieutenant Brainard will receive about 
$800, and the other members somewhat less, ac- 
cording to rank. 








THE report of Captain Schley, commanding the 
‘Greely Expedition of 1884” lias just been received 
from tbe Government printer. The book is very 
finely gotten up, contains steel engravings of Cap- 
tain Schley, and Lieutenant Commanders Coffin and 
Emory, commanding officers of the Alert and Bear, 
respectively; and also other important objects which 
were obtained from photographs taken by the officers 
ofthe Expedition. The picture of the rescue of Greely 
is especially good. The report is very comprehen- 
sive and is a work which will be appreciated by the 
entire Service and a welcome addition to any li- 
brary. 








THE nominations of the several assistant naval 
constructors, sent to the Senate two weeks ago, have 
not yet been confirmed. When tbey first came be- 
fore the commitiee they were all promptly consid- 
ered and unanimously reported to the Senate for 
confirmation. They were reached in their regular 
order on the calendar in executive session on Tues- 
day. Senator Hale at once entered a protest 
against the confirmation of Asst. Naval Construc- 
tors Bowles and Gatewood and moved their recom- 
mitment on the ground that he had received infor- 
mation to the effect that both of these officers were 
physically disabled for duty at the present time, 
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and it was not certain that they would ever fully 
recover. He also desired to have some information 
from the Navy Department as to the laws and rea- 
sens for these promotions. 








THE recent trip of Admiral Luce in the Viven 
will serve a most useful purpose if it directs public 
attention to the value and importance of our in- 
terior coast line water ways. It would be a wise 
expenditure to develop this means of communica- 
tion in the interests of commerce as well as of 
national detence. We are glad to learn, as we do 
from the Cincimnati Gazette, that the admiral’s 
trip has attracted the attention of men interested 
in inland navigation. Our present system of canals 
might be widened and deepened so as to admit of 
the easy passage of the largest vessels, and ex- 
tended to Albemarle and Pimlico Sounds at a com- 
paratively small expenditure of money. It is prob- 
able that Secretary Whitney will request Admiral 
Luce to write out a report of his novel trip, together 
with his views in reference to practically using the 
canals for the national defence, and it is not un 
likely that at the next session of Congress an effort 
will be made to insert a cfause in the river and 
harbor appropriation bill authorizing the Secretary 
of War to have the canals between New York and 
Norfolk surveyed with a view of determining the 
feasibility and cost of such an undertaking. 








THE non commissioned officers, who we apn- 
nounced last week had successfully passed the final 
examination before the Fort Monroe Board for ap- 
pointment to 2d lieutenancies in the Army, arrived 
in Washington this week en route to their respect- 
ive stations. The officers of the Department upon 
whom they called were very favorably impressed 
with the entire class. They are all robust, healthy, 
intelligent looking young men, and give every evi- 
dence of making good officers. While in Washing- 
ton certificates as candidates for promotion were 
issued to each of the prospective officers. These in- 
dicate their stations until they shall have received 
commissions as 2d lieutenants, which will probably 
come along within the next two or three months. 
At present there are no vacancies for any of them, 
and five of the surplus graduates of June last must 
be promoted to fill $d lieutenancies before there will 
be any vacancy. Four of these will in all proba- 
bility be advanced during the present month, that is 
if two pending ard one prospective staff appointment 
ere made from the line, as will most likely be the 
case. The appointment of Captain Lawton creates 
the other vacancy. We give elsewhere a brief his- 
tory of each of tbe successful candidates, 





MaJsor Lawton, the newly-appointed Inspector- 
General, received his commiszion on Wednesday, 
and at once reported for duty to Colonel Hughes, 
who is in temporary charge of the Inspector-Gen- 
eral's office. In view of the crippled condition of 
the Inspector-General’s Department, the result of 
the illness of General Jones and Major Farnsworth, 


the usaal custom of initiating the junior officer 


with a tour of duty at headquarters will be de- 
parted from in the case of Major Lawton. Accord- 
ing to the programme as at present arranged he 
will serve only a few weeks at the War Depart- 
ment and will then be assigned to the vacancy at 
Fort Léavenworth. The vacant inspectorship of the 
Division of the Atlantic will be tilled by the detail 
of Colonel Hughes, who will be relieved the latter 
part of this month from temporary charge ‘of the 











office by Colonel Breckinridge, who is expected 
about that time from his European trip. Should 
General Jones be able to resume duty in the mean- . 
tfme, Colonel Breckinridge will, in all probability, 
return to his former station at Chicago. There is 
still a Department without an inspector, or, at 
least, will be when Lieutenant-Colonel Heyl leaves 
the Department of Texas for the Division of. tte 
Pacific. An acting inspector, to be anpoimted by 
Secretary Endicott upon his return to Washington, 
is to be assigned to this Department. 








UNDER the provisions of the recent act increas: 
ing the number of officers of the Army and Navy 
for detail at educational institutions the following 
Arwy officers have received orders to report at the 
institutions named for the usual tour of duty: Uni- 
versity of Nebraska, Lincoln, Neb., 2d Lieutenant 
Thomas W. Griffith, 18th Inf.; Purdue University, 
LaFayette, Ind., ist Lieutenant Abner Pickering, 
2d Inf.; University of South Carolina, Columbia, 
8. C., 2d Lieutenant Charles P. Elliott, 4th Cav. ; 
Maryland Agriculture College, Prince George’s 
County, Md., 2d Lieutenant Albert B. Scott, 13th 
Inf.; University of Tennessee, Knoxville, ist Lieut. 
Elw. E. Gayle, 2d Art. The new law fixed the 
number of Army officers at fifty, being an increase 
of ten over the number formerly allowed, and au- 
thorized the detail of ten naval officers in addition 
to the twenty-five Engineer officers allowed by an 
old law. The ten extra naval naval officers will be 
taken from the line—that is, a portion of them, for 
it is not believed that Secretary Whitney will ap- 
prove of the detail of that number at one time in 
view of the scarcity of officers for sea duty. Atno 
time since thé act was passed allowing the detail of 
twenty-five engineer officers has that number or 
even half been on such duty, notwithstanding the 
fact that there are frequent demands from institu- 
tions for them. It is expected that Secretary Whit- 
ney will decide about the detail of the line officers 
within the next few days. Applications are in from 
a number of institutions entitled to their services un- 
der the provisions of the bill. There are still five 
Army officers to be detailed before the new quota 
is reached. What colleges will receive them has 
not yet been determined, for the reason that there 
are more institutions, under the terms of the law, 
entitled to officers than there are officers available 
for detail. The colleges not yet accommodated and 
probably entitled are the following: At Hanover, 
N. H., Stow’s Agricultural School, Connecticat ; 
at Newark, Del.; at Raleigh, N. U.; at Athens, Ga.; 
at Baton Rouge, La.; at Ames, iowa ; at Fort Col- 
lins, Col., and at Resio, Nev.

RECENT DEATHS, 

CaptTarn Davip C. Constasxz, U. 8. Revenue Ma- 
rine, commanding the revenue steamer Bibb, died 
at Ogdensburg, N. Y., Oct. 3. He entered the Ser- 
vice in 1852 and had an excelient war record. Tho 
Bibb was ordered to make a cruise up Lake Cham- 
plain, and Capt. Constable, being im poor healtb, 
was left ashore, and Ist Lieut. A. D. Littlefield 
was sent in command. Capt. Constable was com- 
missioned as captain, May 15, 1862. His age was 67, 
he having been born at Schenectady, N. Y., in 1821. 
He leaves a widow and one son in Brooklyn. Capt. 
Constable was well known and universally respected. 
He was attached to the Harriet Lane in the Para- 
guay expedition, and commanded the submerged 
battery Naugatuck, arevenue cutter, holding the 
raok of Ist lieutenant, and participated in the en- 
gagement at Fort Darling. For his meritorious 
conduct on that occasion President Lincoln, in per- 
son, presented him witb his captain's commission, a 
distinction enjoyed by no other officer of the corps. 
At one time, in 1863, he served as assistant superin- 
tendent of construction, and was instrumental in 
building many fine vessels. He commanded many 
important revenue cutters at various stations, rank- 
ing as a careful and painstaking officer. 

CorTLANDT W. Starr, of Black, Starr & Frost, the 
well known 5th Avenue jewellers, who died sud- 
denly op Sunday of congestion of the lungs, during 
the Rebollion served as sergeant and tben lieuten- 
antin Co. I, Sist .N.Y. When the 3iet was 
merged into the 71st t. he was made adjutant. 
Mr. Starr was a genial, whole souled man, witb hosts 
of friends, who will hear of his death with deep re- 

ret. A wife and three daughters survive him. The 
Reecral services were held at Christ Church, Pel- 
ham, at2P. M.on Tuesday, The body was taken to 
New London and buried in the ne Ae 3 It is 
only a few days since Mr. Starr was at this office ap- 
parently in his usual health.

OFFICERS OF THE ELEVENTH INFANTRY. 


Tue Watertown, N. Y., daily Times publishes a 
roster of the I1lth Tufantry at dison Barracks, and 
says of it:

In 
the Steoharae of the trying duties of his office the 
general could have relaxed the rigors of ‘mine and 
thine’ greatly to his pecuniary advantage, and 
shut his eyes as has been said of the late Gen. Pat- 
rick, ‘to open upon an army chest of greenbacks.’ 
As an author Col. Dodge has the distinguished repu- 
tation of having produced the most complete and 
popular works on life and babits of the Indians, and 
the country they inhabit. His last work has already 
reached 65,000 copies from the press. 

“Lieut. Col. Busb, Maj. Page, and the 10 captains 
are all veterans. Their individual histories cannot 
be given here. Some would makea page of heroic 
deedg, of intense interest, and excite our admiration 
and gratitude. Take your place with them at Sbi- 
loh and Missionary Ridge; march with them facing 
death in terribje confiwts, far from home and fire- 
side; through to Aflanta, leaving bebind them con- 
uered States, or in the Potomac campaign where 
isasters and victories alternated, till the nation’s 
soul was sickened with the holocaust of death.

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KAISER WILHELM’S OPINION OF AMERICAN 
SOLDIERS. 

Mr. Pouttney BIGELOW, the brother of Lieut. 
Jobn Bigelow, Jr., 10tb Cav., who some J5 years ago 
became personally avquainted with the present 
Emperor of Germany, both attending the same 
scbool, was present at the recent army manceuvres 
in Germany as the Ewperor’s guest, and was ac- 
corded tbe unusual privilege of free conversation 
while riding from headquarters to the field of oper- 
ations. He has furnished an interesting account of 
this to the World. The Emperor astonished Mr. 
Bigelow with his familiarity with the American pe- 
litical system and history, and with the current 
American news of the day, including the fishery 
questicn. 

Mr. Bigelow says: “I judged from my conversa- 
tion with him that his sympathies were strongly 
with the United States. e then asked me: * What 
is the condition of your Regular eras ?’ and was 
intensely inierested when explain to bim the 
thoroughness cf its organization in spite of the 
smaliness of its numbers. The Emperor wisbed to 
know also something about the character of our 
State militia, about the spirit that pervaded the 
men, the sort of fighting stuff in them, and about 
the disc‘pline maintained. it was something new 
and evidently agreeable to him to learn tbat our 
citizen soldiery was as arule made up of our most 
patriotic and intelligent young men, who from boy- 
hood are accustomed to firearms, horses, and are 
trained more or less to athletic sport or camp life. 
The Emperor nodded siguificantly when I assured 
him that we could put into the field within a week 
of the declaration of war a quarter of a million 
citizen soidiers, well armed and equipped, com- 
marnded, for the most part, by professionaily 
trained officers, and lacking only a little drill and 
camp life to make them fit for reguiar troops. The 
Kmperor bere remarked: * Yes, 1 know what an 
enormous number of troops you kept in the field 
during your Civil War,’ and added with asmile, ‘it is 
not Jikely that any country would like to attempt a 
serious attack upon you.’ The Emperor seems to 
appreciate in the highest manner tbe feats of our 
soldiers in the Civil War. Not only did he seem to 
eare about the subject, but be showed that he knew 
more about it than most young Americans of th'‘s 
generation. [ asked him how it was possibie for him 
to know 80 much about the details of a war which 
took place 3,000 miles away when he wasa mere 
e Paed 

“Well, I listened to a long course of lectures on 
the principal battles of your war. Not only that, 
but every winter German officers gave similar lec- 
tures, which | attended. We are constantly going 
back to the examples set by your gecerals for illus- 
trations of what should be done for vur soldiers. 
Your Army has led the way ina great many of the 
most important features of modern warfare, and [ 
can bardly exaggerate the debt of gratitude Ger- 
maby Owes to your country 1n this particular.” 

Mr. Bigelow asked che Emperor if it was not true 
that Field Marshal Count Moltke, when once asked 
his opinion about our civil war, bad replied ,con- 
temptuously thut be took no interest in the moeve- 
ment of armed mobs. 

“That,” answered the Emperor, in most emphatic 
tones, “is most assuredly not true. This‘is a subject 
on which I bavebad mapv talks with him, and I 
know very well what he thinks about American kol- 
diers aod American officers. I am sure that sucha 
silly speech as that never passed bis lips."’. 

“Your war,’ said his Majesty, “gave splendid ex- 
amples of great marching power, and upon the im- 
portant results that depend upon the power of 
troops to move rapidly. ‘(hen again the skill which 
your troops showed in rapidly throwing up earth- 
wcerks as soon as they reached the end of their day’s 
march before tnrnuing in for the night was remark 
able. This meant the saving of an immense number 
of livesand the holding of mavya piece of the 
enemy’s country. Then again,” continued the Em- 
peror, with enthusiasm, *“‘the rough and ready man 
ner in which your men jumped right into the fight 
as soon as they reached the ;ground, not waiting for 
anything, but going at the enemy wherever he could 
be found, even though at theend of along day's 
march—tbat was splendid.”’ 

The Emperor, while on the subject, paid a gener- 
ous tribute to the devotion with which our volun- 
teer troops had foueht until the numper of the dead 
almost equalled those left to tell of the victory won. 
ln all the varied criticism which the Emperor made 
of our operations, there was no trace of personal 
vanity or desire to give an impression of his eruai 
tion. His observations were tbe fruit of earnest 
study, und not merely study made for its own sake, 
but in order to apply it to the troops which he was 
at that moment commanding. 

lp discussing our war he 1 eferred to several of our 
most famous generals, and J] am ashamed to suy that 
he knew fur more of their individual military 
achievements than I did. 

“You bad two great generals,” said the Emperor, 
“on the Confederate side whose careers I have read 
with much interest—[{ mean Lee and Stuart—while 
on the Nortbern side Sheridan was the general 
whose work as a cavalry officer is of the greatest ser 
vice to us. Your cavalry operations, in my judg- 
ment, are the most remarkable features of your 
great war, owing largely to the brilliancy of Stuart 
und Sberidan. At the same time,”’ continued the 
Emperor, thoughtfully, -‘in spite of your example 
to the contrary, it seems questionable to me whether 
you did not often incur too great a risk in giving 
detachments of troops more than two days’ march 
from the mun body.’ 

“Sheridan was most cordially appreciated and ad- 
mired in Germany, and of course, you remember bow 
generously he was received at the headquarters of our 
army during the war with France.” “* Yes,” His 
Majesty added, “I have read a strange letter re- 
cently published, in which Sheridan is made to ex- 
prees himself contemptuously about the German 
troops, and I agreo with >cu that the letter was so 
unlikeanything that agreat general would be likely 
to write that it might reasonably be classed as a 
forgery.”’ 

e Emperor knew all about the new Ameri-

Of the ner himself, Mr. Bigelow says: “ The 
Emperor is, like his grandfather and like Moltke, 
one of the simplest and most pamstaking of work- 


ers. He is up every morning at daybreak, dresses 
in the most simple military garb, works not only to 
make himself a practical and competent leader of 
the greatest army of modern times, but has at the 
same time mastered the complicated machinery of 
the civil government as wel) as the task of repre- 
senting Germany in his personal intercourse with 
the reat of the world through an infinite variety of 
chanpels.”"" 

{ have seen at close quarters most of the rulers 
on the European thrones, and if lam any judge of 
features and expression [ should say that Germany 
bad an Emperor vot only vastly superior mevtally 
and physically to apy one else in a hike positon, vut 
witha training far more valuable than that of nr 
preceding ruler of Prussia or Germany. As to bis 
health, most of the stories told about him, generally 
inspired in England, are pure fabrications. Heis a 
taller man than the average of the crack regiment 
officers, he is straight and squure and well filled out 
with beef and muscle, his skin 1s tanned by the san; 
be is in fact—like Henry M. Stanley—a man famed 
for his athletic build and tongh flesh as well as 
healtby expression. ‘The Emperor, moreover, is one 
of the best rifle shots in the army, is a good swim- 
mer and feneer, can pull a good oar, and will ride 
across country withanyman. in fact, I saw him 
durivg the mavceuvres take obstacles that several of 
his officers refused, and be did it with ease. 

Much bas been said about bis left arm, which is 
falsely asserted to be paralyzed. Well, with that 
left arm strapped to his side he could thrash most 
men of his age and height, for ali the life of that 
arm appears to have been drawn into the right one, 
and when he shakes bands it is in such a way that 
you don’t forget it very soon. Of course the left 
arm is not strong, but siill it has life enough to hold 
the reins of bis horse and aliow him his rigbt band 
free for bard work. It is true that he bas a piece of 
cotton in his right ear, owing to a local irritation 
which made its appearance a few years ago. But 
this trouble does not appear to impair bis hearing 

wwers, forI never bad to repeat anything I said, 

ut spoke in usual conversational tones. 

William If. bas an unusually bright mind, a quick 
understanding, a fine sense of humor and buovant 
spirits that come of good animal health. Un the top 
of that be bas had a thorough education of tbe 
most democratic kind, such as no American boy 
would probably submit to. His school life bas beeu 
simple and severe. Everything bas been done to 
make him despise idle luxury and to foster babits 
of work and study. Astheresult of four years of 
hard school life and strict discipline, elbow to elbow 
with the average German schoolboy, he knows the 
people as thoroughly as avy man ir so high positivno 
evel can. 

As to the English stories of the Emperor's ex- 
cesses Mr. B. says that after the most careful inquiry 
among those best able to judge, he is satisfied that 
the Emperor, both before and since bis marriage, 
bas led a life that might be copied to advantage by 
every young map on and off of Fifth avenue, that 
he is as happy a busband as any of us married men 
can hope to be, and thatthe serious nature of his 
work as well as the amount of it makes any stories 
of this kind ridiculous to those who know the sev- 
erity of Hohenzollern discipline. 

Such antagonism as there has been between bim 
and bis mother 1s due to the fact that be is above all 
a German and a soldier and is passionately devoted 
to the traditions of bis house aod nation. This in 
itself may explain mucb that passes for bis brutal- 
ity. it is nv secret that the widow of Emperor Fred 
eric’, an Englishwoman, whose country people have 
been for many years hostile to Germany, has ever 
been busy telling Germans their defects and urging 
them to adopt English ways. When he reacbed San 
Remo, at the time when his dying grandfather sent 
him fur news of Emperor Frederick’s condition, bis 
motber suught to prevent his entering the bed room 
of the royal patient, dreading that he came with a 
view to assumiog the Regency.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


Krupp and de Bange, by Captain E. Monthaye, 
Beigian General Staff, is the title of a work 
translated with an rare by Captain O. E. Mich- 
aelis, Ord. Dept., U. 8. Armv, and published by 
Thomas Prosser and Son, New York. It offers an op- 
portunity for considering the rival claims of the two 
breech mechanisms. Though it might strike one 
that the French fermature is a more logical develop- 
ment, as it works in the direction of the axis, yet it 
would appear that actually it is much more compli- 
cated than the German. The Krupp closure is vir- 
tually a block; it works perpendicularly to the axis, 
and cannot therefore be blown out, iu case of im- 
perfect locking. The wedge bears, not against the 
body of the gun, as was the case in older models, 
but against a mantle shrunk on the gun, thus per- 
mitting the tube to offer its maximum resistance. 
The nuwber of parts forming the breech mecban- 
ism may be summed up in the wedge and its locking 
screw. The system is extremely simple, its opera- 
tion rapid and easy, aud for these very reasons, no 
fears are aroused as to its streogth or working un- 
der fire. On tbe other band, the French fermature 
depends upon screw threads, which receive the full 
foree of the discharge. These engage in female 
threads cut in the tube, and extended experience 
has proved that these latter soon give evidence of 
stripping and cutting. It has occurred frequently 
in ibe bursting of guns that the surface of rupture 
passed through one or other of these threads, al- 
though neither fermature nor gas check was in- 
jured, showing ee ie to use the grapbic 
words of Lieut.-Col. te la Rocque, of the French 
Marine Artillery, that these threads are actual bait 
to attract rupture. 

The work of this officer of rank, “Historica! Study 
of the Strength of Rifled Guns,” gives in regard to 
this matter some rather interesting facts. He states 
tbat an Ordnance Board convened at the Ruelle Gun 
Foundry to investigate the unbreeching of a 34 cen- 
timetre gun, made of open-hearth steel supplied by 
the Saint Chamond Works, a casualty that occurre! 
Jan. 22,-1880, at the third round with a charge of 112 
kilogrammes, reported that tbe surface rupture 
passed through the first thread of the three sections. 
Another 34 centimetre gun, also of Saint Chamond 
steel, waa spiked with a charge of 126 kilogrammes 
on account of thestripping of thethreads. **The 
screw,’’ says our author, * bad cut, so to speak, into 
the metal of its seat.’”” Other guns made of Creusot 
steel, with the same fermature, stood the tes* better. 
“ But,”* adds Col. De la Rocque, * the female threads 
of all these guns were injured more or less during 
the firing; the screws cutting into the compara- 
tively soft metal of the piece caused harraseing de- 
lays and difficulties.” The Board appointed to re- 
port upon these accidents and mishap: used the 
tollowing language: *‘ The cause of the accident lies 
in the bad quality of the steel, which, as shown by 
results from test bars, was especially poor near the 
rupture line and in the interior of the tube, while at 
the ends and on the surface, where alone it could be 
examined and tested before the failure, it was of 
good quality.” Indeed, we emphasize that speci- 
minens cut here and there from a hammered block 
and physically tested, do not offer a sufficient guar- 
antee as to the good quality of the metal, when 
howogeneity is not a direct result of the process of 
manufacture. Au absolute homogeneity is attained, 
pot from the Martin-Siewens furoave, but from the 
crucible alone. The Board, in view of the fact that 
a local defect in the vicinity of the thread nearest 
the bottom of the bore can bring about such acci- 
dents when the breech-screw 1s seated in the tube 
itself, submitted a plan for seating it in a base ring, 
as had already been done in other calibres. It fur- 
ther proposed an increasing pitch, quick enough 
“to make the furthest threads bear first,"’ or, io 
other words, to ease upon the nearest, and thus 
husband the strength. 

These conclusions evidently imply that the closure, 
witb screw-plug seated in the body of the gun, is 
not satisfactory ; the changes recommended by the 
Ruelle Board, which have been adopted, mitigate 
but do not cure the inherent defects of the system, 
the liability of tne threads to injury, and the possi- 
bility of unbreeching by the wrenching of the tube 
under the efforts of the gas to escape by the threads. 
Of course, these possihilities are enhanced if the 
metal is not homogeneous. 

Mr. A. Grenier, at present Manager of the Cocker- 
ill Sceel Works, in a paperon French and German 
breech s ms, read some years ago before the So- 
ciety of Engineers of Liége, wrote as follows: 

France and, following its example, Sweden have adopted 
closure by means of a steel screw. The threads ure inter- 
rupted, so that a fraction of a turn locks the breech. Ibis 
appears simple, but experience has shown that ic is not 
effective. It is almost impossibie to obtain pertect contact 
between screw and nut; notwithstanding prolonged emery 
grinding, the threads will vary, and the shock will affect 
some more than others. Most breech screws soon show ia- 
juries to the threads nearest the charge, which render them 
unserviceable. 

These remarks have valueand interest now. They 
accord perfectly with our views. As regards the 
service of the piece, the Freneh gun cannot ve 
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aimed until the breech is closed; the German, as 
soon as the charge Is inserted, and 10 working the 
fermature in high angle firing, the screw tends to 
slip out, a rather uncomfortable attribute. 

As to the methods of gas checking, we think ita 
difficult task to find a simpler, a surer, a lighter gas- 
check tban the Broadwell ring (Krupp and De 
Bange, pp. 42 and 46.) That the De Bange gas-check 
perhaps works well in the Sones. we will freely 
acknowledge, but the asbestos packing will not Jong 
keep its moulding quality; it is harder to replace 
than the Broadwell ring, it takes a long time, and, 
being ratber a nice operation, the presence of an 
officer is necessary. No especial precautions are re- 
quired for the insertion of a Broadwell ring; it isa 
very simple tbing to do. 

The French regulatious governing the service of 
the De Bange field guns, show better than we can 
the incessant care a oy in the working of the 
plastic gas check. bis device, under intelligent 
supervision, will work well on the practice ground, 
but on ibe fieid of battle, amid a thousand dis- 
tractions, under the impulsive action of excited 
men, it will soon become unserviceable.

The ‘“ Favier” explosive is said to be free from 
danger, because when heated in the open air, or 
submitted to violent mechanical action, it does not 
detonate. It is unaffected by wide variations of 
temperature and by atmospheric influences; it de- 
tonates witboui flame, gives as products of combus- 
tion chiefly carbon dioxide and water vapur, and 
surpasses dynamite in power.

The Paris Parti National says: ‘‘ In general when 
apn accident occurs in European countries, whetber 
in the manoeuvres of troops or in the trials of guns, 
the public are informed and the world is quickly 
posted astotbe facts. One of these countries is, 
however, an exception, and thut is Germany, where 
nothing of the sort is ever permitted to transpire. 
No one has spoken of an accident which has oc- 
curred at the Krupp works, because in Germany no 
one will permit the least reflection on this sacred 
establishment. Here are the facts: Two Danish offi- 
cers, sent on a mission by their Government, were 
at Essen to assist at some trials of rapid -firing guns. 
A shell was scarcely introduced into the chamber of 
the gun on trial when it burst, wounding seven 
men; one is dead, anutber had his arm blown off. 
One of the Danish officers was struck in the right 
eye and in the face. The German papers have abso- 
lutely neglected to mention the affair.” 





The directors of the Hotchkiss Urdnance Com- 
pany declared an interim dividend at the rate of 7 
percent. perannoum on the preference shares, and 
at tbe rate of 10 per cent. on the ordinary shares for 
the half-year ending June 30.

A correspondent of Engineering, ‘‘ Gunner,” says: 
“Our ships are now showing their points—some 
won’t steer, others won’t go astern, and the North- 
ampton has narrowly escaped being rammed by 
the Benbow as the Sandfly did of diving to the 
bottom. As to our guns—which we were told in 1884 
were to be made in a manner superior to those of 
other nations—there have been since then a suc- 
cession of failures. This 1s not surprising, when we 
observe their great length, insufficient rigidity, and 
the enormous strain tarown upon them by driving 
banded projectiles through a bore of considerably 
smaller diameter than the copper bands upon these 
missiles. Surely it is not necessary to make the gun 
do the work ot the lathe, and instead of the smal! 
strain of rotating the projectile to add the bursting 
strain caused by rifline the missile, and then rotate 
it by the heels, leaving the front free to split the 
inper tube or knock the muzzies off the guns, as iu 
Active, etc.’’ The Admiralty Gazette calls attention 
to the fact that the Armstrong guns, some of which 
are now obsolete, cost England pearly twelve and a 
half million dollars (£2,500,000, before their defects 
were recognized. Ot guns and rifling, it says: ** We 
have no more favorable experience than that 
afforded by split tubes, muzzles biown off in proof 
or on service, and half-a dozen minor defects. Yet 
Wwe go on spending money as if every disputed 
question bad been set at rest and solved for all reas- 
ovable time.” 





Experiments on board the Nettle with bigh ex-

The missile, instead o 
going straight, appears to have cast its lead envel- 
ope, which produced a similar result to that which 
was seen in the early Eastbourne experiments, when 
the 110 1b. projectile went to the rigbt.and its lead 
envelope to the left, but bappily without doing any 
damage, With the 110-pounder breech loaders this 
ejection of the vent or breech piece often occurred, 
and led to the disuse of the gun long since; but tbe 
40-pounder, firing a far smaller powder charge, and 
consequently heating less, has been considered, 
when carefully worked, as safe for firing at a mark. 
Its shooting is very accurate. 





ln the Werndl rifle of the Austrian Government, 
the calibre of which is 1) mm., the pitch or the rifling 
corresponds to one turn in mm., while with the 
Swiss Hebler rifle, having a cslibre of 7.5 mm., and 
an initial velocity of sbout 1,990 ft. per second, the 
pitchis 240mm. But by thus increasing the pitch it 
becomes pecessary that the bullet should, to take the 
rifling, be provided with a thin outer shell of some 
barder material than lead. In the Lebel rifle a skin 
of German silver is used, and in the new rifle for the 
British Army it is proposed to employ a thin shell of 
steel for this purpose. Of the Lee the Horse Gua 
Gazette says: ‘The reports which are now being 
prepared by the infantry battalions at home sta- 
tions with reference to the new magazine rifle state 
that the rifle stands exposure very well, and there 
is hardly any recoil. The shooting capacity of the 
new rifie is found to be good, the increased velocit. 
and low trajectory compensating for difficulties wit 
cross winde. The pistol grip is largely approved. 
In some cases the cartridge extraction mechanism is 
spoken of as unsatisfactory, the ejector spriog being 
found weak and unreliable. lit is also suggested 
that the hand guard is not sufficient protection in 
long continued firing, the barrel becoming so heated 
as to be difficult to hold. The spring inside the mag- 
azine bas not in all cases been approved, it occa- 
sionally getting out of order and the cartriages 
jamming when filling the magazine and firing from 
it. Oneserious matter dealt with is the difficulty 
aud a caused by detaching an exhausted mag- 
azine and replacing it by the spare one, and it is 
stated that: in these circumstances ten rounds can 
be fired more rapidly from the Martini-Henry thau 
from the magazine rifie. The trials are still going 
on at home and abroad, and will continue some 
time before the whole of the reports can be collected 
for examination.” 





An official at the Essen Works of Messrs. Krupp 
offered to supply Messrs. Armstrong with drawings 
of the guns and projectiles manufactured by Messrs. 
Krupp. The reply consisted of the return of his 
letter to his employers, who, vaturally, were very 
grateful to Messrs. Armstrong for their action in the 
matter. At present the dishonest individual 1s cool- 
ing his heels in safe custody. 





The experiments at Spandau with the new balloon 
war ships of the German Army have, it is reported, 
proved a complete success. These balloons are able 
to carry a considerable quantity of explosives, and 
may be easily transported on two one-horse carts. 
The invection of a German ordnance officer per- 
mits the generation of the gas at the place of ascen- 
sion. Atthese experiments a new explosive was 
used. Its destructive powers are said to be wonder- 
fuland far superior to melinite, with which the 
French have supplied their forte, naval and field 
artillery. 





No official tests have been made with the new 10 
inch gun at Annapolis, as the contractors, Messrs. 
Dupont, have failed so far to develop a powder 
sufficiently strong to meet the requirements of the 
contract. The two cast steel guns manufactured at 
the Washington Gun Foundry are nearly ready and 
one of them will be shipped to the proving ground 
carly next week. Work on the other is being pushed 
and hg expected will be finished by the end of this 
month.

THE BUILDER OF THE MERRIMAC. 


Joun L. Porter, who designed and constructed 
the iron-clad Merrimac, is now wielding a broadaxe 
in the e<¥ 4 at Norfolk. He is an old man, al- 
most 80, but he is compelled to toil from early until 
late. 

Wher the late war broke out he was made the 
constructor of the Confederate Navy, and took 
charge of the yard at Norfolk. An idea he had con- 
ceived nearly twenty years before of an iron-ciad 
was recalled, and be made the attempt to put itinto 

racticable shape. He showed his modei to Mr. 
Marshall Parks, who is now U. 8. Supervising 
Steamboat Inspector, and who at that time had 
charge of the navy of North Carolina, which Siate 
bad not joined the Confederacy. He recognized the 
value of the model. Before he could do anything, 
however, the State joined the Confederacy, and, as 
instructed, he turned over bis models and plans for 
a navy to the Confederate Government. wing to 
the lack of facilities, six months were required to 
complete the Merrimac, but that was a great day in 
Norfolk when she was launched. Old mariners and 
experienced shbip-builders during her whole con- 
struction had held stoutty to their opinion that she 
was top-heavy and would siwk. Great was their 
dismay, and way wen A ee was the rejoicing of the 
officials of the Confederate Government who wit- 
nessed the launch, when she smoothly glided into 
the Elizabeth River and gracefully floated upon its 
peaceful bosom. Then was Mr. Porter’s fame as- 
sured and his success certain. He was the lion of 
the bour in the South.

Messrs. A. S. ABELL AND Co., proprietors of the 
Baltimore Sun, have tendered to the Secretary of 
the Navy for the new steel cruiser City of Baltimore 
a library for the use of the officers avd men of the 
steamship when the vessel goes into commission.

A DESPATCH from Portsmouth, N, H.. Oct. 2, says: 
* The U.S. 8. Constellation from Norfolk, came into 
the lower barbor Oct. 1, and ran into the schooner 
Nathaniel Lank, carrying away the Lank’s jib- 
boom and headgear. The steamer’s stern fouled 
with the schooner E. C. Allen, and carried away ber 
forerigging. A ship was also fouled. The bark 
Daniel Harris, in attempting to clear herself, ran 
into the Constellation and toreaway ber fererigging. 
Sbe also bud two holes stove id her starboard 
quarter. Tbe blame is laid to the Constellation.” 


CAPTAIN PoTrER, commandant of the Naval 
Asylum, Philadelphia, and Civil Engimeers A. G 
Menocai and F. C. Prnndile, constituting the Board 
appointed by the Goverament to select a site for a 
dry dock at League Island Navy-vyard,. performed 
the duty assigned them Sept. 27. The site selected 
was the square east of where Broad street meets the 
river. An appropriation of $500,000 has been made 
for the construction of tbe dock, whivh Captain 
Potter thinks will be po more than sufficient for the 
purpose. The length of the dock will be 500 feet, 
und the width 130 feet,and work will be begun at 
on early day. Tbisis the first dry dock erected at 
the League Island Navy-yard. 


UNDER the provisions of theact approved June 30, 
1876, Secretary Whitney has certified that the de- 
mands of the Service require an increase of the 
working force at the Mare Island Navy-yard, and in 
reply to the request of the commander orders have 
been issued to take on more wen in order that the 
work on the Mohican, Troquois, Monongahela and 
Monodnock may be completed as soon as possible. 
‘Tbe act above referred to provides that no increase 
of tbe force at any Navy-yard shall be made at avy 
time within 60 days prior to any election for Presid- 
ent or Member of Coogress, except when the Sevre- 
tary of the Navy shall certify that the needs of the 
public service muke such increase necessary. 


THE Fish Commission steamer Albatross sailed 
into Puget Sound early last month after an ioter- 
esting cruise in Alaskan waters. Deep sea soundings 
were made to verify those made by Commodore 
Belknap io the Tuscarora while locating a line for 
a Japanese cable io 1874. Capt. Taoner found even 
xzreater depths in short distances than the Belknap 
soundings. At one point 3,800 fathoms were report- 
ed. In three miles the ocean bottom was found to 
s'ok from forty to 1,100 fathoms, and in twevty miles 
al, another point from 500 to 2.100 fathoms, the ocean 
canon being long and deep. Several new varieties 
of fish were brought to the surfave by trawls and by 
hook and line from these ocean depths. One hada 
head like a shark, with large teeth, but a body like 
xo eel or a snake, tapering to a point as fine as a 
knitting-needle. Some fine specimens of shrimp; 
were secured at points near the coast. A quantity 
of fine clams which are used for bait by fishermen 
were planted in a small inlet west of Oonualaska. 
From this port the Albatross saiied back east of the 
Aleutian Lsland Group and down toward Kodiak. 
Soundings and dredgings were made all] along and 
the 100-fathom curve located. Great numbers of 
codfish were secured. The waters in tbat region are 
filed with cod, those at a distance from the coast 
being mucb the best. Some investigation of Puget 
Sound fish will, it is understood, be made by the Al- 
batross,and then the plan is to puss the winter 
mouths off the Santa Barbara Islands and the coast 
ot Lower California. 


THE following despatch, cated Oct. 3, from the 
commandant of the Mare Island Navy-yard, was 
received at the Navy Department : 


Captain Shepard, commanding revenue marine steamer 
Kush, at instance of Lieutenant Commander Emory, of the 
Thetis, reports as follows: The Thetis arrived at Ounalaska. 
Sept. 17—all well. Thetis left Arctic Sept. 1—at that date all 
weil abvard; whaling fleet raised derelict whaler Jane Grav 
Aug. 18, in field of ice adjoining Arctic park, sixty miles to 
northward and eastward of Point Barrow; kept her io 
company until Sept.9, when despatched ber to San Fran- 
cisco. Ensign Dewey, commanding at Osterbery, formerly 
of the Ino, and C. Coggershali, mate of the wrecked Mary 
and Susan, went aboard the Jane Gray to make repairs to 
derelict schooner at Port Clarence, when she was hove 
down, so that she was left in therough condition forse, 
with request ail salvage be waived. Sept. 11. at St. Michael's, 
took aboard remains of Archbishop Jeghers. Oo arrival at 
St. Michael's found seventy-one destitute miners, fifty six 
American citizens, eleven Englisb, three Swedes and Ger- 
man subjects, having at St. Michael's ooly four months’ 
tood for the pine months of winter: they were embarked 
on board the Thetis to prevent calamity; eighteen zo to 
San Francisco by kindness of Capt. Shephard of revenue 
Steamer Rush; others to Sitka by the Thetis. After the 
Jane Gray was despatched, tbe Thetis was prevented from 
returning to the Arctic and to the whaling fleet, by absence 
Ot the cual expected at Port Clarence. Wi!) sail trom Oun- 
alaska for Sitka Sept. 20; after disembarking the Governor 
of Alaska at Sitka, will proceed to Esquimalt to land re- 
mains of Anbeee Jeghers, and then wait orders from 
Department.

OUR NEW NAVY. 


AFTER many postponements, the much-talked-of 
launch of the cruiser Baltimore will take place on 
Saturday next, at two o'clock, from Cramp’s yard 
at Philadelptiia. A number of the Navy Depart- 
ment officials will go over as the guests of the 
Messrs. Cramps, but there will be no special train 
as was the case when the Yorktown was Jaunched. 
Miss Wilson, wife of Chief Naval Constructor 
Wilson, will break the bottie of wine over the bow 
asthe ship touches the water. The Despatch is 
now at Philadelphia, and a number of officers from 
Washington will be the guests of her commanding 
officer, Lieutenant Cowles, to witness the launch. 

Naval Constructor Philip Hichborn,. assistant 
to the Chief Constructor of the Navy, left for Balti- 
more on Wednesday morning to make arrange- 
ments for the launching of the gunboat Petre/ next 
week. The vessel is being built by the Columbia 
Iron Works of Baltimore, and she is nearly com- 
plete in every respect. None of her machinery will 
be put aboard prior to launching, as it is the desire 
of the contractors to have as little weight as pos- 
sible on the ways. The boilers and engines are all 
ready and will be placed on the ship very soon after 
she is launched. No day has been definitely fixed, 
but upon the reiurn of Constructor Hichborn, and 
after consultation with Secretary Whitney, a date 
will be agreed upon and all arrangements made. 
The Petrel will be barkentine rig, steel hull, and of 
about 885 tons displacement. She will carry four 
guns in her main battery, besides several machine 
guns on deck. It is expected that the ship will be 
turned over to the Government complete in every 
respect about the latter part of December. 

The work on the Chicago still continues at the 
New York yard, and it is hardly probable that she 
will be put in commission much before the first of 
next year. Several officers have been attached to 
the ship for some time looking out for various 
matters, the last one ordered being Chief Engineer 
Edwin Farmer. 





No commpnding offloer hag yet heen selected, al- 
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though several names have been mentioned, among 
them Commodore Walker, Chief of the Bureau of 
Navigation. But it can be definitely stated that he 
will not be the man. Captain H. B. Robeson is 
more likely to be placed in command, When the 
ship is ready for her officers and crew she will be 
sent to Europe as the flagship of the station, reliey- 
ing the Lancaster. 

The double-turreted monitor Amphitrite was 
taken out of the dock at Wilmington, Del., on 
Monday. Her botiom has been painted and other- 
wise fixed up. The Department has as yet reached 
no decision as to whether the ship will be rebuilt at 
a private yard or at some navy-yard. 

The new cruiser Charleston, now building at San 
Francisco, Cal., will be completed about January 1, 
the contract time, as the Department is in receipt 
of reports from the contractors saying that the 
work is progressing very rapidly, and that the ship 
will be turned over to the Government at the time 
specified. Of course she will be assigned to the 
Pacific station, and will be the flagship. 

The Philadelphia Inquirer says: ‘“‘ The Philadel- 
phia it is expected will beat the Baltimore in 
speed, as Messrs. Cramp will supply their own en- 
gines to the former, whereas the firm of Humphreys 
acd Tennants, of England, will provide the motive 
power for the latter. In the one case Messrs, Cramp 
guarantee a speed of nineteen knots, in the other 
they only guarantee horse power. It will be inter- 
esting to compare the work of the two sets of en- 
gines when both vessels are in commission. The 
model of the Philadelphia, although an English 
design, is considered by the Messrs. Cramp to be a 
very good one and capable of but little improve- 
ment in view of the work the vessel will have. to 
perform. ‘‘The dynamite cruiser Vesuvius was sent 
down the river October 1 to try how the engines 
worked. The affair was kept very quiet, only a 
privileged few being notified of the event. So far 
as could be learned the trial was a most successful 
one, the vessel showing extraordinary speed, making 
arun of 13} miles in 29 minutes, being an estim- 
ated speed of nearly 27 milesan hour. As the 
guaranteed speed is only 20 knots an hour, tbis, if 
correct, is eminently satisfactory. Allowance has, 
however, to be made for the tide, which would de- 
duct about two knots off the record, but even then 
the result exceeds the expectations of the builders.” 
We learn that everything worked well on this trial. 
Taere was no heating of journals and no leaks any- 
where and very little vibration. 240 revolutions 
were reached without effort, but no measurements 
of speed were taken, as the trial was only made to 
find defects in the engines, if any existed. One cf 
the builders has written to an officer of the War De- 
partment that a speed of 20 knots was obtaincd 
with a pressure of only 135 pounds, All indications 
point to additional speed when the full working 
pressure of 180 pounds is put on, and it is then ex- 
pected fully 23 knots will be made. 

For the past. year or more it has been stated at 
intervals of probably a month that the Naval Ad- 
visory Board was about winding up its affairs and 
that the final meeting was only a matter of a few 
weeks. The Board is still in existence, though for 
the past two or three months it is doubtful if any 
one of the members has entered the Board room. 
The clerk seems to be im full charge. Itis now 
positively stated, however, that the final meeting 
will be held duving the present month, or as soon 
as Chief Engineer Henderson returns from abroad, 
and it is understood that he is now en route. Be- 
yond the adjustment of some differences between 
the Roach assignee and the Secretary of the Navy 
as to amounts, there remains ouly a few trivial 
matters to be disposed of. The differences between 
the assignees and the Navy Department are so great 
that it is doubtful if a settlement can be made. 
The courts will in all probability be called upon to 
adjust the whole matter. 

In the Naval Appropriation bill approved Sept. 
7, 1888, provision was made for the construction of 
Seven new vessels, and an appropriation of $5,550, - 
090 was made, and an additional appropriation of 
$260,000 for a composite ship to be used as practice 
Vessel for the midshipmen at the Naval Academy. 
Secretary Whitney has now under consideration a 
number of designs for these new ships, but owing 


to tho unusual press of business has been unable to 
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get them into shape, It is expected that these will 
be attended to during the coming week, and as 
soon as the designs are adopted work will be imme- 
diately started on the plans and specifications and 
the contracts awarded, 











OUR NATIONAL MILITARY SYSTEM. 


BreveT Mason-Generat Avaust V. Kautz, U.S. 
Army; Lieutenant-Colonel James Montgomery 
Rice, Ill. N. G.; General Geo. W. Wingate, Presi- 
dent N. G. Association of the U.S., and Major 
Edmund Cone Brush (not Brust, as the Century 
prints the name), Ohio N. G., have united in a 
symposium on the subject of ‘Our National Mili- 
tary System,” which appears in the Century Maga- 
zine for October. The general idea upon which they 
all agree is that we need to make important changes 
in our existing military organizations to better unite 
in them efficiency for war with the necessary con- 
ditions of peace in a country under republican 
government, General Kautz presents a most dis- 
couraging picture of the character of the men who 
enlist in the Army: “ foreigners who are not suffi- 
ciently acquainted with the country to find other 
employment”; men ‘‘ who have found out their 
incapacity to make headway in civil life”; 
“tramps, who are wanderers by nature and 
become deserters”; many illiterate, few edu- 
cated and capable, and “the great majority 
lacking the necessary talents and capacity to 
take care of themselves”; the few smart and 
capable men under the suspicion “of some moral 
taint or intemperate habit.” General Kautz shows 
how little opportunity is given the enlisted men for 
instruction and improvement, and considers that 
the chief service most of them render is the oppor- 
tunity afforded the commissioned officers to prac- 
tice the administration of Army affairs, and to 
acquire the care and command of troops. This is 
substantially repeating iu a new form the old say- 
ing that the Army would be a very good place if it 
were not for the enlisted men. 

General Kautz proposes to establish the Army as 
an educational institution, and to recrait it pro 
rata from the Congressional distficts ; returning the 
raw youth received from these, well instructed and 
capable of imparting their knowledge to others and 
of organizing their neighbors for war in case of 
need. He believes that a liberal construction of 
Section 1237, Rev. Stat., gives authority to trans- 
form every military post intoa military school with- 
out further legislation. The only difficulty bas beenin 
the mistaken views held as to this by General Sher- 
man and the Adjutant-General and Inspector- 
General. Every enlisted man, as well as every offi- 
cer, should be subject to a rigid course of in- 
struction, which would take him beyond the present 
routine which compels men todo ‘“‘ what has once 
been learned until the monotony of the repetition 
destroys interest and makes it truly distasteful.” 
While drill and target practice should not be ne- 
glected, they should not form the sole occupation 
of the troops. It may be necessary for sovereigns 
who want to find occupation for their troops to 
compel them to practice in complicated systems 
which have no value and are not used in actual 
war: we have no use for them. General Kautz 
says: 

A member of the National Guard is liable to think that he 
kouowe the whole artof war if he can take the prize at a 
competitive drill or a target practice, on an armory floor 
and with an uvobstructed range. in actual war he would 
not be able to accomplish the facings in a plowed field any 
better than the volunteer cf a few weeks, and the accuracy 
of his fire would be materially affected by the unfamiliar 
ground and the kuowledge that there wasan enemy who 
might fire first. Modern warfare is influenced in a greatly 
diminished degree by what remains to us of the tactics of 
Frederick the Great and his time. The precision required in

drill takes away from the soldier what is of the first im: 
ance in modern wariare—independ of mov t, free- 
dom of action, and that individuality which belongs to 
every man whether in or out of the ran We must pro- 
ress with the changes that attend wilitary science, and the 
mprovement in weapons to which the old formations are 
no longer Sete. 

While holding that the Army sbould be an educutionat in- 
stitution, itis not intended co limit it to book knowledge. 
The instruction shou!d also be technical to a certain extent. 
There will be many who will not take to books who can be 
of great service as carpenters, wheelwrights, blacksmiths, 
masons, inters, etc.—these are all trades which can be 
taught, forthey are all carried on at every post. All these 
pursuits are essential in war; in fact, there is no pursuit in 
civil life that may not be of service in war. The ax and the 
se as valuable as the musket in the last days of the 
rebellion. 

The opportunity of getting an education while one is be- 
iog clothed and fed, and receiving from 50 cents to $1 per 
day, would be availed of gladly by - young man who had 
not been favored by furtune. It would be his chance to see

An army of balf a million of 
men will require at least t nd o When 
war comes in this country, the first necessity is a sufficient 
quota of competent officers. By the f ng there 
would be a permanent source of supply to select from, pos- 
sessed of the most recent information on the subject of the 
care and management of troops. 

Col. Rice dwells upon the necessity of changing 
the discipline of the regular service so as to get rid 
of “aristocratic theories” and adapt it to American 
‘ideas ot personal dignity and respect.” Some sys- 
tem should be adopted by which men should be in- 
structed in the nature of military subordination as 
distinct from social and military education should be 
compulsory in colleges and high schools, as it is in 
Switzerland. Officers should remain in the Army 
only so long as they can feel enthusiasm for their 
work; and when they practically cease to learn they 
should be allowed and encouraged to resign to make 
room for others; to which we might add the com- 
ment made by the Irishman on the statement of the 
immense mass of water that went over Niagara 
Falls, ‘‘What’s to hinder.” We are not aware that 
officers are now under any compulsion to remain in 
the Service, and the eagerness with which their 
places are looked for by those behind them furnishes 
all possible encouragement to the altruist. Gen. 
Wingate comments favorably upon Col. Rice’s ideas 
of discipline, and Maj. Brush gives some account of 
our national guard as it is. He recommends that 
the guard be divided between the States and Terri- 
tories, in accordance with population, and have a 
uniform oath of enlistment, swearing men into the 
service of the General as well as the State Govern- 
ment, making them, in fact, United States Volun- 
teers and changing their names accordingly. 












THE General Deficiency Appropriation bill wil), 
in all probability be finally disposed of by both 
Houses gf Congress before the middle of the month. 
Of the 231 items of disagreement all but four have 
been adjusted by the Conference Committees. All 
items of interest to the {wo Services have been 
agreed upon, These are as follows: To relieve Lieut.- 
Col. R. N. Batchelder and Major Jared A. Smitb, 
U. 8. A., of checkages; to give clerks iu the A. G. 
and Surg.-General’s office extra pay; to pay Paul 
Butler $5,570 for his hook attachment; for mileage 
deticiencies, $6,000; for private property taken for 
Fort Thornburg, $3,400; for unpaid accounts of 
Naval War College, $234; deficiency in Naval Ord. 
nance Bureau, $3200; Wm. Cramp and Son, for 
wharfage on Terror, $3,352; for allowances by Court 
of Claims under Mullan and Baker decisions, 
$490,610; for pay of Navy prior to July 1, 1885 (Mul- 
lan and Baker cases), $524,057.97; for Naval mileage, 
$1,328.07 : for sottlement of all claims allowed for 
loss of horses in the war, amounting to half a million 
dollars or more. The item of $400 for checkage 
against Pay luspector Stevenson, U.S. N., for en- 
tertaiuing visitors at New Orleans, and those for 
back pay due restored cadet engineers and for pay- 
ment of pictures of ex-Secretaries of the Navy 
Chandler, Borie and Woodbury, have been rejected. 
The bill also gives the Secretary of the Navy au- 
thority to Joan any scientific instruments under his 
control and notin use to persons taking observa 
tions or making investigations for the Signal Service. 





Ar a meeting of the Executive Council of the Mil- 
itary Service Institution, held at Governor's Island, 
Oct. 1, Lieut. J. C. Bush, 5th Artillery, was elected 
treasurer and assistant secretary, in place of Lieut. 
Hills, now at the Artillery Svhool, Fort Monroe. 
Gen. E. L. Viele, of New York; Lieut.-Col. Joho J. 
Coppinger, U.S. A., the superintendent of the Re- 
cruiting Service; Lieut.-Col. R. Lodor, 5th Artillery, 
and Lieut.-Col. H. P. Curtis, Judge-Advocate, Divi- 
sion of the Atlantic, were elected members of the 
Council to fill existing vacancies. The Council also 
selected the Board of Award on the Prize Essay of 
1888 (subject: ‘The Dauger to the Country from 
Lack of Preparation for War”), the following being 
chosen: Hon. John Bigelow, Gen. J. Wheeler, of 
Alabama, and Admiral 8. B. Luce, U. 8. Navy. 








Tut Senate, on motion of Senator Hawley, passed 
on Tuesday a joint resolution authorizing the ad- 
mission of Mr. Le Compte, of Switzerland, as a 
cadet at West Pot. The father of the young man 
rserved as an officer in the Union Army during the 
late rebellion and he is desirous that his son should 
get his military training bere. This is the third in- 
stance in which foreigners bave been admitted to 
West Point, the two former cases being representa- 
tives of Venezuela and Japan. The father of the 
young man will be remembered by manpy as the 
author of several military criticigvs upon the War

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WE are not yet able to announce the assignment 
to stations of the officers ordered on recruiting 
service. The selection for the several stations have 
been made, but there is a possibility of change, as 
the usual influences are at work to secure the 
choice places ; not for those best entitled to them, 
but for those having what the politicians call ‘‘ the 
biggest pull.” Members of Congress, and other 
men of influence, wait upon the officials of the War 
Department, and a note goes to Colonel Coppinger 
asking that their wishes concerning their friends be 
considered. All this is wrong and demorahzing and 
should be summarily put an end to. Let it be 
settled once for all that the selection of stations by 
officers ordered on recruiting duty is to be deter- 
mined asthe choice of quarters is in a garrison, 
and the War Department will be relieved from 
pressure which must be most disagreeable to men 
of military training. Nothing is gamed by the 
exercise of favoritism and it creates discontent in 
the Service, which ought not to exist. Our Army 
s‘.ould be independent of personal influence, as 
well as of politics. The fact that an officer makes 
use of personal influence to obtain an advantage of 
any kind over his fellows ought to be conclasive 
against his receiving it. President Cleveland has 
done so much to put the selection of officers upon 
proper ground since he has been in office that 
he can undoubtedly be relied upon to sustain the 
officials of the War Department in his absolute re- 
fusal to listen to applications, for any purpose what 
ever, which are urged upon personal grounds alone. 











THE Critic quotes the following with reference to 
the proposed Veterans’ Memorial Building, etc., at 
Washington: “ Colonel R. E. Whitman, U.S, A. (re- 
tired): * Let the Memorial Hall be built speedily—

GovERNOR SWINEFORD in his report statee that 
the coast line of Alaska, 18,211 miles, is nearly twice 
the combined Atlantic and Pacific coast lines of the 
United States. The market value of the Alaska 
fisheries for last year is estimated at $3,000,000. A 
thousand salmon, ayeraging ten poun‘s each, have 
been taken in Sitka bay in a single baul. The seal 
fisheries yield to the Government $317,500 annually, 
or enough to pay 4percent. on the amount paid 
Russia for the country. A single island is said to be 
practically a mountain of ore and to contain mineral 
wealth enough to pay off the whole of our national 
debt.

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GENERAL BENET AS A POLITICIAN, 


Our estimable Chief of Ordnance finds bimself 
suddenly and nofost unwillingly elevated tothe posi- 
tion of an important political factor, with the eyes 
of the whole country turned upon him, and the 
pros and cons of his performance in that role are 
discussed in every poreneper in the land. Itis all 
due to the fact that Mr. Perry 8. Heath, correspond- 
ent of the [Indianapolis Journal, has delivered to 
Senator Hale, chairman of the select committee on 
reform in the civil service a copy of a confidential 
circular issued by Genera! Benét, Chief of Ordnance, 
which the senator says be will make the basis of a 
request for an official inquiry by the Senate. The 
circular is as follows:

To the Commanding Officers of 'the National Armories at 
Springfield and Rock Island, and of the United States 
Arsena sat New York, West Troy, Philadelphia, Boston 
and Benicia: 


Sir: While arsenals and the armories are not intended to be 
converted into political machines, two political parties in 
this couatry are recognized. It is therefore ordered that 
hereafter in em ploving or discharging employees of any and 
all grades, other things being equal and qualifications sat- 
isfactory, Democrats will be favored, the object being to 
divide the force in the different grades gradually between 
Democrats and Republicans. This rule will apply to women 
und children as well as men, and will be strictly enforced.

On Monday Sepvator Hale introduced a resolution 
reciting General Benét’s circular, and saying : 


Whereas, it is alleged that an order has been issued from 
the War Department in form and terms as follows : 

And whereas itis further alleged that in pursuance of 
such order changes and removals of perscns employed by 
the Government in the United States arsenals and armories 
have been made, and that honorably discharged soldiers ot 
the Union Army and their wives and chilaren bave thus 
been removed; Therefore, 

Resolved, That the Secretary of War be, and is bereby, di- 
rected to forthwith transmit to the Senate full information 





as to the order above named, and to state fully what neces- 
sities of the Department required that raid order should be 
issued ; and to further inform the Senate why an order is- 
sued from the Military Department of the Government 
upon public business was marked “confidential;” and also 
to report fully all changes that bave been made of persons 
———— in the United States arsenals and armories siace 
said order was issued ; and especially to inform the Senate 
whether ut the Rock Island arsenal the wife and children of 
a torr.er Union soldier bave been removed under said order; 
wh.c measures, if any, were taken to learn the political 
¢pioions of women and children. 

Resoived, That the Secretary of War is further directed to 
transmit to the Senate copies of - f further orders or cir- 
culars relating to the employment of persons in any part of 
said Department since March 4, 1885, together with copies of 
all correspondence between the Department and any of its 
officers or subordinates or any other person relating to the 
politics of any of its employees. 


After several days political debate ou the subject, 
a Senate,on Thursday, passed the above reso- 
ution. 

At a meeting of the Executive Committee of the 
New York Civil Service Reform Association, beid 
on Wednesday evening, the following resolution 
was unanimously adopted: 


Resolved, That this committee regards the recertiv pub- 
lished circular ot Gen. 8. V. Benét, of the Ordnance Office, 
addressed to the superintendents of the armonies and ar- 
senals of the United States, as a violation of the funda- 
mental principle which should govern appointments in the 
public service. Whatever may be the purpose of the circular 
it recognizes in terms and for the first time partisan consid- 
erations as properly determining the selection of employees 
in the War Department. It thus accomplishes precisely what 
is declared not to be its intention, for it necessarily converts 
the armories and arsenais into political machines. The sole 
ee which should govern the selection of men, women 
and children for employment in armories and arsenals is 
their fitness, and not their political views or sympatbies, ana 
it is to be ceeply regretted that the War Department should, 
10 this instance, have formally abandoned that principle and 
have substituted a politica) test for employment, instead of 
asking for the application of the Civil Service rules to ar- 
mories and arsenals. 


Though General Benét regards the issue of bis 
circular as in the line of civil service reform, it does 
not appear to meet with favor from the chief repre- 
sentatives of that cult. The New York Times says: 


There are only a few minds produced ina century that are 
capable of reasoning in that fashion. Unoer the Civil Service 
act and rules apy inquiry into an applicaut’s politicsis ab- 
solutely forbidden. ‘The law says nothing and cares nothing 
about an equal division of appointments between the 
parties. It regards only proved fitness and leaves the divi- 
sion to take care of itself. Gen. Benét’s order is wholly bos- 
tile to the spirit and intent of civil service retorm. It was 
a blunder of quite extraordinary proportions, and it is 
amusing that Secretary Endicott should have given it his 
approval. It is gratifying to learn that the Civil Service 
Commission is taking steps evidently leading to the appli- 
cation of the rules to the armories and ursenais. 

Meanwhile Gen. Benét should do something to bis mind. 
There was once a New York Judge who said he sometimes 
derived great benefit from taking a Tom win cocktail betore 
going upon the bench m the morning. It acted, be saie, like 
a scire facias,to revive the judgment. We should advise 
Gen. Bevét not to betake himself to cocktails, tor they are 
said to be harmful, but to some equivalent preparation bav- 
ing the beneficent potency observed by the New York Judge. 








FORT CRAWFORD, COL. 


THE Telluride Journal of Sept. 22 says: **A body 
of troops from the 10th Infantry marched from Ft.

“THE IMPROVED ARTILLERY HARNESS,”’ 
To the Editur of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Is the report of the Chief of Ordnance for 1887, 
appendix 41, we find under the above caption the 
report of Msjor Williston, 3d Artillery, who for 
some time has been on duty in the Ordnance De- 

artment superintending the manufacture of artil- 
ery barness and conducting experiments with a 
view toits improvement. Before proceeding to a 
consideration of the report, we desire to invite your 
attention to one or two questions of Army adminis- 
tration to which the report gives rise. 

Heretofore, whenever im portant changes in equip- 
ment have been deemed nevessary, a board of suit- 
able officers has been conveved by tte Commandinz 
General of the Army tor that purpose. The initia- 
tive has been in bis office, where all such questions 
should be determined. Hence we would like to ia- 
quire how it happens that Major Williston, acting 
under the orders of the Chief of Ordnance, has, in 
conjunction witb that official, undertaken to preju- 
dice, if not to definitely settle, the question of artil- 
lery harness, which is practically what has been 
done. We are not awareof a single instance in 
which the Chief of Ordnance has so far committed 
bimself, in advance of service trials, or the opinion 
ofaduly authorized board, as to express in bis ao- 
bual report such wholesale commendation of the 
efforts of any other line officer as he had bestowed 
on Major Williston, who bas also been permitted to 
reside atan arsenal), and there put his ideas into 
practical shape. This is possibly the * experience” 
which has made him, in the opinion of the Chief of 
Ordvance (page 15 of his report), an ** authority on 
this — ;’’ the regular ordnance experience, no 
doubt, of trying first one thing and then another in 
the bope of striking right at last. 

But we have no quarrel with Maj. Williston, and 
will only remark in this connection that as an artil- 
lery officer he is very much out of place, and that of 
the many audacious infringements by the Ordnance 
Department of the rights of the artillery, this at- 
tempt on the part of its chief to control the ques- 
tion of artillery harness, without deference to the 
best experience of the artillery, is the most unwar- 
ranted. Why should the chief of ordnance meddle 
with this subject? Hebas not had the requisite ex- 
perience to make him a competent judgeof artillery 
harvess, and it appears Jike gross presumption for 
him to say, ashe has done, that **Maj. Williston bas 
succeeded in perfecting the details of this most im- 

ortant arm of service.’’ Of course this opinion is 
based cn that of Maj. Williston. and while we do 
not doubt the value of the Major's services we do 
question very much whether his experience, outside 
of an arsenal, bas been of a kind or degree more 
valuable than that of the Light Artillery Board of 
1880, or of avy of tbe old light battery captuins. 

The recom mendations of the Light at Board 
respecting artillery harness seem to bave had but 
little weight with the chief of ordnavce, who has 
apparently turned the whole matter over to Major 
Williston, and the opinious of the old light battery 
captains do not appear to be, wanted, at least they 
have not been asked. It seems to us that Maj. Wil- 
liston’s recommendations, if be had any destinctly 
original, should have béev submitted to the General 
ofthe Army, through the usual official channels, 
and should have been yy examined before 
being acted on, and not, as is likely to be,the case, 
after the Governwent bas been subjected to an out- 
lay which may be found to have failed of its pur- 
pose. Having tous glanced in passing at the origin 
of the report, let us examine what has been done by 
Maj. Williston in bebalf of the chief of ordnance 
aod of artillery barness. 

Briefly, the “improved harness” may be described 
as a combination of truck and fire department har- 
ness, with the horse equipments of the cavalry ; the 
sipgie and double trees, neck- yoke, wartingale and 
side straps, having been taken from the former, the 
snap-hooks and hinged collar from the fire depart- 
ment, and the saddle, sweat-Jeathers, saddle-bags 
and bit from the cavalry; the hair-pad referred to 
by Major Williston as “* manufactured at the Rock 
Island Arsenal,” (as though tie pad had originated 
in the Ordnance Department), was designed, we be- 
lieve, by Capt. Sanger, 1st Artillery, was bordered 
with leather to prevent the har from curling on the 
edges, and had a leather safe under the cinch-ring 
or girth buckle, and wus attached to the saddle, in 
which respects 1t seems to have been an improve- 
ment on Major Williston’s modification. 

Major Williston bas made some remarks on the 
“serious defects” in the old artillery barness, but they 
are presented in such a way as to render it difficult 
to understand just what the troubleis. A brief de- 
scription of our barvers followed by an enumeration 
of its defects, commencing with the beadgear, and 
so on through—and with the proposed remedy— 
would have greatly facilitated judgment on the 
merits of his “improvements.”’ As far as can be 
gathered however from the report, the serious evils 
of the present barvess are the collar, the splinter 
bar. excess of weight at end of pole and improper 
adjustment and method of attachment; the con- 
tinuous breech and breast strap which many officers 
deprecate aud which we know from experience 
causes sO Many serious chafes on the hind quarters, 
be says nothing of, save inferentiaily. “ lmproper 
adjustment” of course means, in every case, either 
carelessness on the part of the driver or improper or 
insufficient instruction, and is just as applicable to 
the ** improved barness ” as to the old harness, 

Major Williston proposes as remedies for the 
splioter bar evil, single and double trees; for the 
collar, a hinged collar, said to be that now in use by 
the fire departments, and for the breech and breast 
strap and hames, an ordinary breeching, with mar- 
tingale and side straps connection, and a neck yoke, 
ln our saddle, valise and bridle be proposes the 
horse equipments of the cavalry, remarking that he 
does vot understand why “the field artillery should 
have a different saddle, bridle, etc., from the cavairy 
service.”’ Lie assumes as a principle that they should 
be the same, and that the harness “ should be as 
similar to the draft harness in use by civilians as 
the requirements of the tield artillery will admit.” 

In other words civilians and the cavalry are to 
furnish the ideas for our artillery harness. Of what 
use then, may we ask, are Major Williston and his 
experience ? 

© one familiar with our artillery barness can be 
blind to its defects, ny A have been the subject of 
much correspondenve, but as we are the last to en-

ter the field why should our barness be an imitation 
d ofa model as it should be, and why should 

not the cavalry equipments conform to those which 
mer be adopted for the artillery ? 

ere is nothing in the equipmerts of the cavalry, 
as far as known us, wortby of imitation by any 
one in search of suitable horse equipments for civil 
or military pur and therefore Lo reason is evi- 
dent why the artillery should follow blindly such a 
lead, even though Maj. Williston suggests it and the 
chief of ordnance approves it. Neither the McClel- 
lan saddle, the saddle bags, nor the bridle are in 
our humble opinion adapted to the use of the artil- 
lery, and we sincerely hope that whatever may be 
the fate of the ‘‘improved harness."" we may escape 
such an infliction in the way of borse Sequipments 
A saddle which gives the ridera forked seat, and the 
Shoemaker bit, may answer for the cavalry, but 
they are in vo sense suitable for the artillery. Bet- 
ter far the Grimsley, the valise and the regulation 
bit than such tools. In fact these are the least ob- 
jectionable parts of our present harness. 

Maj. Williston’s principal reasons for conforming 
to the truck harness in general use, are more appa- 
rent than real. If every volunteer battery were 
made up of teamsters they would readily learn to 
handle any kind of harness, and if they were not 
teamsters the “improved barness” would be as in- 
comprehensible as any other harness. The very 
conformity be proposes would result, in the event 
of a sudden demand for artillery barness, either 10 
our getting no harvess at all, or in our being sup- 
plied with all the second hand draft barness in the 
country. 

As for utilizing portions of such barness when, as 
is the case, there is not exact conformity to the mil- 
itary model, it is ia practicable, as there is no time 
to rig up barness when the emergency for its use 
bas arrived, nor would there be the trained artillery 
drivers for such purposes. Furthermore, it seems 
to us that every suggestion coming from an experi- 
enced officer, which seems to lessen the responsibil- 
ity of our Government to make proper preparation 
in all respects for war, is unwise and, if followed, 
certain te result in serious embarrassment. 

Again, why should we turn to civilians, except by 
way of compliment, for ideas respectivg artillery 
harness; they bave been working in a direction 
made by conditions quite foreigo to the artillerv 
service of this country. It would seem that a proper 
appreciation of the influences which have deter- 
mined the models so closely followed, would have 
caused the Chief of Ordnance and Major Willistou 
to adopt a similar method, and to inquire, first. 
what are the requisites of artillery barness without 
reference to those of any other harness ? 

It seems to us that Major Williston bas recom- 
mended the entire rearrangement of the artillery 
haraoess on principles baving but little or no ar phi- 
cution to the artillery service. 

A long column stretched our for miles over a road 
greatly obstructed and at times almost impussabie, 
irregular balts, unsteady gaits, varying between:a 
walk and a gallop, insufficient food, exposure to 
beat and cold and dust and rain for hours and per- 
haps for days, and the rush at headlong speed over 
rough ground, are the items which make up the sum 
of artillery experience on the march, and frum 
which we settle the question of draft so far as it ap- 
phes te the harness and the load. Most of the severe 
injuries to artillery borses resulting from the har- 
ness, and in consequence of which they are reodered 
unserviceable as draft horses for days, are collar 
galls and cbhafes; the main objection to the present 
collar in convection with the harness, is its rigidity. 
and yet Major Williston proposes as a substitute a 
collar with a metal frame. if there ever was a mis- 
taken remedy for a serious evil il is this. While we 
are unable to appreciate how by the introduction of 
martingales, side straps, and neck-yokes, Major 
Williston has improved on the preseuvt breast-strap 
and pole-yoke, we see very clearly that by so doing 
he bas viclated whut may be ‘considered a funda- 
mental principle of harness construction, viz., that 
no straps pass under a horse save those pecessary to 
secure the harness to his buck. Major Williston ob- 
jects to the present mode of detachment because 
**in changibg direction the wheel team is obliged to 
pull nearly the whole load.” 

This is a tactical necessity, and cannot be set uside 
no matter what the mode of attachment may be; 
the wheel team must control the carriage iu chang 
ice direction, and if the present mode of attach- 
ment favors that end it is to be commended on that 
account if on no other. He also says that for the 
same reason the horses on the side towards which 
the change is made “‘sag’’ while those on the oppo- 
site side “ride up,” and both these evils he proposes 
to remedy by means of single and double trees. 
Maj. Williston is again in error; the sagging of the 
traces has but little to do with the mode of attach- 
ment and would be scarcely perceptible were the 
traces of the correct length, the loiu straps fastened 
to the back strap, as they should be and used to be, 
instead of playing through a standing loop, and 
were they shortened to the proper Jength. 

There are other portions of Maj. Williston’s report 
with which we are not in accord, but as they cover 
minor points we pass them over. We concur with 
his recommendations in regard to single trees, the 
Whitman stirrups, and the hair pad as ay by 
Capt. Sanger in his pamphlet on Artiller arness, 
but can see no advantage in adopting Maj. Willis 
ton’s other suggestions unless better reasons for 
such echauges are presented, or until they have been 
exhaustively tested and approved by a board of art- 
illery officers. In closing we desire to testify to Maj. 
Wiilliston’s many excelleut qualities, not the least of 
which has been his gallant services to the country, 
and we conclude witb the hope (hat he will not take 
uvkindly the criticisms of the WHEEL TEAM.

Tax drill season for the New York National Guerd 
has now commenced and promises to be one of in- 
terest. Orders have been issued in many commands 
specifying a system of instruction with a view of 
promoting the efficiency of the men, and the new 
school for the instruction of commissioned officers 
will undoubtedly be of great benefit, especially to a 
few who are not so well up in their duties. In order 
to comruand the respect of the men, officers should 
know bow to instruct them intelligently and enforce 
proper discipline. In many organizations schools 
for nou-commissiosed officers and ambulanve corps 
have been established aad also recruit classes, and 
auy commueds who bave not established such sys- 
tem of instruction would do well to give the matter 
attention. What the Guard needs is intelligent men 
under proper discipline, and these can only b& ob- 
tained by a systematic course of instruction, care- 
ful recruiting and attention to duty. We resume 
our criticism on company drills, which we com- 
menced last fall, and shall continue it throughout 
the season. Just criticism, although at times neces- 
sarily barsh, will be fouad very instructive to those 
who follow it.

Co. H, 7ist N. Y., Capt. A. P. Delcambre, assem- 
bied for drill on Oct. 2, and mustered at roll call 28 
men. The captain was present and took command. 
He bad no lieutenant to assist him until the drill was 
nearly over, at which time the firet lieutenaat re- 
ported for drill. The time was mostly deroted to 
instruction ia the manual of arms, and in this the 
men made a very poor showing. lt was paiafully 
evident that a pumber of them bad left the recruis 
class prematurely—if they bad ever been there. 
They should be returned toit. There was a great 
lack of unison and snap in executing the manual,: 
a great spreading of fingers io bringing the baad to 
the right shoulder, and the piece in many cases was 
slid down iu aslouchy manner, evading the motions. 
Atcommand “reverse arms,’’ some men held the 
piece with tbe barrel up iustead of down. At “in- 
spection arms’”’ some wen Came to “ arms port” and 
turned the barrel of the pieve to the left instead of 
to the right. When coming to anu order arms they 
should staud steady and look straight to the frout, 
instead of twisting beads iu all directions to see 
what is going on elsewhere. [no “stack arms” No. 2 
in the left four endeavored to make the stavk ail bv 
himself. At the command stack he rested the butts 
of two guns on the floor, tried to bold them both iu 
place with his left hand, and, witb the right, en- 
deavored to place the third pieve. Tois may be 
obliging, but does not accord with tactivs. At the 
command “rear, opev order,” every man should 
turp his bead and eyes to the right. They failed to 
do this, and looked in all directions until corrected 
by the captain. In executiug * about face”’ many 
men did vot taro on the left heel, and turn the left 
toe tothe front atthe preparatory command, »at 
stood still and did not moveat al! until the com- 
mand face. At parade rest large numbers were un- 
steady, especially io rear rank. [0 warching columoa 
of fours the distance and aligomeut was fair with 
the exception of one set. March in double rank, the 
rear rank did not keep well closed up avd their 
aligomenut was ragged. At right shoulder arms sev- 
eral men rested the bammer on the shoulder. This 
was afterwards vorrected. The captuin corrected 
the wen as muvh as possible. and the lieutenant, ine 
short time he was present, also helped him. The file 
closers could show a little more enterprise in look. 
ing out for poorly-instructed men. They made some 
use of themselves, but can do much better. One 
inan in the file clorers—seemiogty a recruit—the 
fore part of the evening, remained at scarry all the 
time, until excused, despite the fact thatthe other 
file closers went through the manual as prescribed, 
He was not corrected. The men remained in their 

laces at in place rest, and there was little talxing 
nthe ranks. They need thorough imstruction; at 
least a third of the omecns. 

Co. B, 22d N. Y., Capt. m. V. King, assembled 
for dmlion Monday, Oct.1. The compauy bad 24 
files; it being the tirst drill ot the season and the men 
were somewWiiat rusty. it would pernaps have been 
better if the company for the opening drill would 
drill without muskets. The men did not cover or 
march so well in column of fours, and the distance 
between the front and rear rank was not well kept. 
There was talking in the rauks amonga few meu. lo 
the manual of arms the men did not work so weil 
together, which will no doubt be remedied with a 
little practice. ln the wheelings all the mendid not 
louk to the marcbing flank, and in the wheeliag by 
company trom a halt the guide on the flank should 
not halt with his company af that command, but 
continue bis march and place bis left aru: against 
the breast of the captain who establishes the line. 
Tbe company went througb the loadings and firing, 
but some of the men did not gothrough the motious 
of load, and the right and left guides retired at the 
command ready when they should have waited for 
the command fire by company. The commandant 
should commund posts before marching the com- 
pany off. Tbis was corrected io eee the load- 
ingsand firing later. When murcbing jn fours at 
command right oblique and hait some of the wen 
came to a carry beiore halting. The company exe- 
cuted all the company movements in a mannoer 
which will po doubt improve before the season ad- 
vances, as they are avery intelligent body of men 
and have an excellent instructor.

CAPABILITIES OF SPRINGFIELD AND REMINGTON. 


THE matter of the allowauce to Remington .50 
cahbre rifles, new State model, created a great deal 
of discussion during the recent Creedmoor meeting 
and the majority of the riflemen who used the 
Springfield were outspoken in their assertion that 
the granting of the allowance was * highway rob- 
bery.”” Those who used the .50 calibre simpl 
sbrugged their shoulders and said nothing. W. M. 
Farrow, who is, perhaps, as well qualified to pass an 
ener as any man in the conntry, asserts posi- 

vely, that the capabilities of the New York State 
model, equipped with Edward’s sigat, and tront- 
a cover are fully equal, if not superior to those 
of the United States model, .45 calibre Springfield, 
equipped with Buffington rear-sight, and front-sight 
cover. Sergt. Geo. Doyle, of the Battalion of Eugi- 
neers, U. S. A., expresses the same opinion. 

A few plain figures taken from the scores at Creed- 
moor fail to show any x reason for allowing the 
Remington any “ points’ over the Springfield. In 
the Judd match the Remington made 16 of the wian- 
ning strings, its average being 31}. while the Spring- 
field came in with 11 winning strings, with au aver- 
age of 31 5-11; with the al/owance of ove point on 
each string the Remingtou is credited with an aver- 
age of 324; this, of course, was at 200 yards, 

In the President's match the Remington makes 16 
of the winning scores in the first stage, its average 
being 297-16 ac 200, and 323¢ at 500 yards, while the 
Springfield, with six winning scores averages 291¢ at 
200 and 3216 at 500 yards. For two distances the 
allowance brings the Remington’s average of 61 3-6 
ur to 62 3-16, while the Springfield gets 62. In the 
second stage, ten shots at 600 yards, but six Spring- 
fields were ured, aud these averaged 401-6, while 16 
Remington averaged 39%. Nine of the 14 high men, 
however, shot Remingtons, and these averaged 

In the matter of close shooting the Tiffany match 
tells a little tale, for there, on the Standard Ameri- 
can target, 14 winning strings made with Reming- 
tons averaged 51 11-14 points, while 26 winning 
strings with Springfields averaged but 49 11-13. 

In the Governor’s match it would appear as 
though the Remington had stepped to the rear, as 
its eight winning aggregates averaged 135% against 
139 4-11 for the Springfield, with 11 wins. With the 
allowances the Remington averages a to the 
Springfield's 142 4-11. Shepherd, Klein and Ogden, 
who use special militarys, would undoubtedly have 
evened up the Remington's average had they shot 
with that aro’. 

Coming down to the team matches, the conum- 
drum becomes still more difficult to solve, as the 
ee only beat the Remington by an average 
of 106814 to 1057. The averages in this match were as

Tue entire National Guard of this State were in 
camp at Wahoo, Neb.,’from Sept. 1 to 8. ‘The camp 
was situated about a mile south of the town ona 
till overlooking the valley.

The camp was known as Camp Sberidan. Trans- 
portation was furnished by the State, as were the 
rations, which were issued as allowed in the Regular 
Army. The troops furnished their own cooking and 
eating utensils and also their own blankets. Non- 
commissioned officers and privates were paid $1 per 
day and officers the same pay per diem as like grade 
in the U.S. Army. Some of the tents used had been 
loaned by the G. A. R. ana failed to arrive on time; 
so a Dumber of men were without shelter till Mon- 
day, Sept. 3. Gov. Thayer arrived on Sept. 4 and 
was met at tbe depot by his staff and Gen. Colby 
with the whole brigade and escorted to the camp. 
At midnight a sham battle took place. The long roll 
was sounded and the defenders in line ready to re- 
pel the enemy in five minutes. Sept. 5 and 6 was 
practically given up to show. There was a grand 
parade of the troops through the city. On the 6th 
the competitive drill for the Governor’s Cup took 
place, the competing companies being Cos. A, C, E 
and G, Ist Regt., Co. D, 2d Regt., and the Creighton 
Guards. In addition to the cup tbe Agricultural 
Society of the town gave three cash prizes of $25, $15 
and $10 to the winners in order of merit.

OnE of the finest military Giaplage ever witnessed 
in the city of Pittsburg was on Wednesday, Sept. 26, 
the closing day of the centennial of Alleghen 
esos Since the riots of '77 the citizens of this 
*Burg have never seen the State’s soldiers in any 
numbers and a more surprised or pleased set of peo- 
= never witnessed a grand military parade in this 
tate. There was one very unpieasant feature in 
connection with the parade. The original intention 
was to move the military column at 12.30, and have 


the A. move an hour later. Gen, 
Hartranft, when told of this arrengement, re- 
quested the G. R. to close in on the 


left of the military so as to avoid an awkward 
break in the column. This the officers of the G. A. 
R. retused to do, and the outcome ot the matter was 
an assault upon Co!. Norman M. Smith, of the 18th 
Regiment, N. G., Pa. His regiment had just passed 
in review and were coming down Federal street just 
asaG. A. R. post started across Stockton avenue. 
The colonel saw tbat the post was not inclined to 
give his regiment right of way, and he asked them 
to keep to one side of the street; instead of doing so 
they ordered bim to hult bis regiment, and crowding 
around him assaulted him with their canes. Fora 
time it was feared thut there would be arow, but 
the good sense of Col. Smith in balting his regiment 
and allowing ,the veterans to pass avoided a riot. 
One of tbe G. A. R. carriages was driven through 
the ranks of Co.G. There was considerable cenfu- 
sion at the reviewing staud, owing to poor police 
regulations. Atleast one third of the officers failed 
to salute the Governor when passing before him in 
review. In many instances members of bis staff 
called out to officersin line to salute. Very nearly 
the entire Maryland and Weat Virginia troops passed 
the reviewing stand without saluting. This was ne 
dcubt dueto the very poor location of the stand. 
Governor Beaver was very much disgusted with the 
osition of the stund und stated that it should have 
een so placed as to have been visible to the troops 
for the distance of a block. The passage in review 
was marred very much by the frequent balts made 
atthestand. [n the majority of cases the salutes 
when made were very good; in particular that of 
the colonel and staff of the 14th Regiment. N. G. P. 
The bandsomest salute of the day was made by Lt. 
Jobn D. Watson, of Bat. B, N.G.P. It attracted 
the atteniion of the Governor and his staff, and if 
the lieutenant could bave beard their remarks there- 
on he would have felt bighly complimented. One of 
the unsoldierly features of the parade was the num- 
ber of fiowers carried by the eplisted men of Bat. B, 
N. G. P., and it seems very strange that officers of 
the battery did not take cognizance of them. 
Maj.-Gen. Hartraoft, beside his regular staff, was 
accompanied by 15 officers of the U.S. Navy, who 
are at present on duty in this city inspecting steel. 
lt was the handsomest staff ever seen on the streets 
of the Gas City. Following the Major. General, Gov. 
Beaver and staff rodein carriages, Gen. Axline, of 
Ohio, riding with the Governor. Brig.-Gen. John A. 
Wylie and staff beaded the 2d Brigade, N. G. P., in 
formation as follows:

Tur News Letter advocates the organization iu 
San Francisco of a corps of guides to be attached to 
the National Guard and says: “Such a corpsis a 
very necessary adjunct toauy army. They sbould be 
trained in elements of militury engineering, such as 

mtoon and bridge constructing. Bridge construct- 
ng, from a military point of view, is very different 
from tbat art as practiced by civilians. A light and 
flying trestilc bridge can be put up by trained mea 
in a very short space of time, and that strong 
enough to allow of the passage of men, ammubpi- 
tion wagons and light guns. It is easy to say that, 
in case of necessity, it would be time to call forsuch 





men; but men enrolled on the spur of the moment 
could never be of the same value, their lack of 
technical knowledge rendering them practically 
uscless except as scouts and videttes.

ELECTRIC LIGHT IN NIGHT FIRING. 


Tax Weser Zeitung gives an account of an inter- 
esting series of trials recently made in Germany for 
testing the value of the electric light in night firing. 
The targets were placed at a range of 400 metres 
from the riflemen, while theelectric light generator 
was situated 200 metres behind the firing party. The 
apparatus consisted of a steam engine, an electric 
dynamo mounted on a carriage, and a projector. 
The steam engine registered 18 horse-power. The 
light was obtained from an incandescent lamp, 
which may be placed at a distance of 200 metres 
from the dynamo. The intensity of the cone of 
light produced by the are isso great that pencil 
writing can be read at 4,000 metres. The result of 
the experiments was that nine shots out of ten 
struck the targets. The apparatus can only be 
pleced hors de combat if ashot should strike and 
break one of the carbon supports; but this is an
